Mr. Newlands came to tho conclusion 
that the greatest check upon all kinds 
of evils is publicity, and he, therefore, 
pi spared a. measure providing that all 
trusts and corporations organized in 
one State and doing business In others 
should file seml-annually with the Con- 
troller of the Currency complete and 
verified statements of their receipts 
and expenditures, including all the de- 
tails. Possibly Mr. Newlands gathered 
the Idea from the very excellent Work- 
ing law which makes the Spring- Valley 
Water Company file a statement of Its 
receipts and expenditures. 
The plan, 


if put in operation, would be productive 
of very many benefits. It would make 
it impossible for large aggregations of 
wealth to evade their just share of tax- 
ation. 
When a corporation went be- 


fore the public declaring, as did Car- 
negie, at the time of the Homestead 
troubles, that a trifling increase in the 
wages of his men would force him to 
conduct his business at a loss, the fig- 
ures would be on 
record 
to sho\y 


whether he was speaking the truth or 
not.-With complete statements on file 
neither a bull nor bear raid on Wall 
street could swindle the public by In- 
ducing them to sell at a loss or deceive 
them into purchasing stocks for more 
than they were worth. 


It will probably be urged against Mr, 


Newlands' plan when It Is brought up 
that the revelation of the secrets of 
one's business to a rival is unjust. 
That can be met by the obvious fact 
that the trusts have eliminated trade 
rivalry, and so far as trade secrets are 
concerned, none have existed for many 
years. 
Every process worth having Is 


either known to everybody or protect- 
ed by patent, and will continue to be 
so so long as the patent laws ar» •- 
existence,

He made a 
very able and earnest speech on the 
necessity for showing that there was 
a power in the United States higher 
than the power of Incorporated capital, 
which those Interested in such ques-

defeated, but it might pass if 
Mr. 


Roosevelt would champion it. Certain- 
ly two years from now, when the public 
have become more fully alive to the 
danger of concentrated capital, such a 
measure will go through the popular 
body without difficulty.
